In 17$!, he served as * justice of the peace ard w» a member of tbc 
Virginia General Assembly from 1752 to 1774. lie was Presikf* of lie Virginia Convection of 1775 
and 177$ (that ratified the U.S. Corotilution), rtpcocrrc<J Virginia in the Cootinerta] Cornets (1774* 
1775). ord served as the Governor of Vtfgirfo (1774* 1776). Ik liter served as the PreskJerA of the 
Virginia Court of Appeals. Judge Perdkbon dxd oc October 23.1803. 

In 1790, when the first rational census was taken. Peafleton County hid the severrh largest 
populate* (2.452) of the acne counties that were then in existence and feD wxVin the currerr 
houniaries of West Virginia. Berkeley County had the largest populatfon (19.713). RxafoV* Courty 
had the smallest population (951). and there were a total of 55,873 people tvieg within the present 
state's boundaries a: that time.
